This announcement was made by 
Brookhart following receipt of a tele­ 
gram from Senator Burton K. Wheel­ 
er, authorizing the hearing. 
Harry M. Daugherty is to be called 
before the reconvened session, Brook­ 
hart said, in an attempt to sift the 
truth Lorn the many ruiners, charges 
and counter charges resulting from 
Daugherty's open letter to John W. 
Davis and 
the 
alleged 
repudiation 
statement of Gaston B. Means. 
Daugherty in his Columbus office 
refuse . ,o 
say whether or 
not he 
would uiiswer a summons to appear 
before the committee. 
Senator Brookhart said he would 
send a telegram to Senator Ashurst 
asking him to call the committee into 
session. 
"Three members can call 
the 
special 
hearing 
without 
word 
from 
Senators 
Moses 
and 
Jones," 
Brookhart said. 
“It is probable Sen­ 
ator Wheeler will not have to leave 
his campaign to sit in with us if the 
_other four members are present." 
In the previous hearing Daugherty 
was suummoned to appear to give tes­ 
timony, but refused, bidding the in­ 
vestigation was unlawful and that the 
committee had no authority. 
Brook­ 
hart believes that Daugherty can now 
be made to testify since he has claim­ 
ed that 
Gaston B. Means 
perjured 
himself. 
After announcing he would recall 
the 
probing 
committee, 
Senator 
Brookhart said that as he viewed it 
the Means testimony was not vitally 
jimportant. 
“I will say that the testi­ 
mony Means gave before the commit­ 
tee did not vitally concern us investi­ 
gators, nor did the testimony that 
Hoxie Stinson gave,” Brookhart said. 
"There are other things that we dis­ 
covered and which are now public rec* 
ords that influenced us. 
It must ba 
remembered that Wheeler asked that 
Daugherty resign 
and 
that 
it was 
Daugherty that asked for an investi­ 
gation. 
Daugherty kept two attor- 
g neys before us for two months, and 
then when he asked him to appear 
before us personally he declared that 
we were an unlawful body and with* 
drew his attorneys."

his testimony.

stitution and not the radicals.” 
He 
said the ‘Teal work of his campaign 
is the arousing of the moral sense of 
the American people to condemn and 
not to condone the betrayal of official 
trust.” 
He added: "This issue can 
not be obscured by your forced effort 
to represent the real contest of this 
campaign as one between the defend­ 
ers of the constitution and those who 
seek to overthrow it under leaders 
fresh from a ‘baptism of bolshevism 
in lurid and suffering Russia.’ 
lf the 
constitution is to 
endure, the 
first 
requisite is that men who hold office 
under it shall be holiest and faithful 
to their truet.” 
Mr. Davis denied Mr. Daugherty’s 
statement that his allusions to the lat­ 
ter had been veiled, and claimed they 
had 
been 
specific, adding he had 
found no warrant for withdrawing any 
one of them. 
Concerning Mr. Daugh­ 
erty’s statement that his “self-respect 
debarred him from appearing before 
the senate

Federal reserve notes are direct ob­ 
ligations of the United States and are 
deceivable by all national banks and 
t 
em ber banks and by Federal reserve 
i 
Hanks, and for all taxes, customs and 
I ii tother public dues, but they are not 
legal tender for private debts. These 
holes are redeemable in gold upon 
the demand of the holder at the Treas­ 
ury Department of the United States 
|n Washington, or in gold or lawful 
inoney at any Federal reserve bank 
1 The means by which Federal re­ 
serve notes are issued and the securi­ 
ty behind them is of considerable in­ 
terest. 
Any Federal reserve bank 
tnay make application to the Federal 
reserve agent (the local representa­

Contraction is practically automat­ 
ic. 
If the needs of business diminish 
(there is less need for currency and 
[less borrowing at the member banks. 
(These in turn reduce their rediscounts 
‘at their reserve banks by turning over 
(to it funds received from the repay­ 
m ent of loans and from deposits.

•times of declining business it is usual 
•for the member banks to repay much 
fof their borrowing with Federal re­ 
serve notes deposited with them by 
'their customers.

Improve­ 
ment In quality during 1928 over pre­ 
ceding years, according to a recent re­ 
port of the officials of the bureau of 
chemistry who have been watching in­ 
terstate traffic In eggs. 
This improve­ 
ment, the officials believe, may be at­ 
tributed chiefly to the growing prac­ 
tice of candling eggs before shipment. 
The bureau has maintained for a num­ 
ber of years that it is practicable to 
eliminate by candling most of the bad 
or questionable eggs in a consignment 
anti that any material amount of bad 
eggs in a case is sufficient basis for 
either prosecution or seizure actions 
under the federal food and drugs net. 
Many of the larger shippers seem to 
have come to a realization that It is 
more profitable to candle eggs before 
shipment than to nm the risk of hav­ 
ing their shipments seized, recondi­ 
tioned, or destroyed on account of 
spoilage that might easily have been 
prevented. 
Enormous Business. 
The volume of business in eggs in 
the United States is enormous, the 1923 
crop being estimated by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture as worth $002,- 
000,000. 
In 
the 20 Middle States, 
where three-fourths of the eggs of the 
country are produced, 0,790 cases con­ 
taining 30 dozen each were seised (lur 
lug the year, but practically all tTie 
shipments were released under bond 
and reconditioned under the super­ 
vision of federal Inspector^ resulting 
in tlje destruction of 1,183 cases. 
In 
previous years carload lots arriving 
in the Eastern states had been found, 
as a rule, to have been candled, and 
the work In this section of the Country 
was concentrated on shipments from 
the smaller deniers who send their 
country eggs to produce dealers in the 
larger cities.

are

ers to Improve their output and partly 
to the favorable weather conditions 
prevailing during the season when 
spoilage l£ most likely to occur- 
The activities of state officials In 
enforcing egg candling laws have also 
been a contributing factor In Improv­ 
ing the egg supply of the country. Tho 
candling method of determining the 
quality of eggs Is the best known for 
commercial purposes, and a number 
#»f the states are enforcing this system 
-of grading in order to lessen the Il­ 
legal traffic In bad eggs.

Preserving Manure With 
Pit Is Quite Easy Task 
The secret in preserving manure lies 
In Raping It well packed and moist. 
‘When the manure remains dry and 
loose tile bacteria have a chance to nt- 
Tflrk it and a large percentage of the 
nitrogen th It is lost through their ac­ 
tion. 
A manure pit will usually pay 
for Itself in u short time through the 
savings In plant food which it will ob­ 
tain. 
When lots of straw Is nsed It 
will pay to moisten the pile and tramp 
It down In order to make It more com­ 
pact. 
Some fanners allow their hogs 
to work over tile pile, which will mali*' 
it compact and preserve the nitrogen. 
Fin not add too much water, for there 
will he a loss from leaching, and the 
manure pile should he covered unlevs - 
It is In a water-tight pit. 


Feed Sheep Some Grain 
Before Breeding Season 
It is never economical to have ewes 
po int*> the breeding season in im air 
shape. 
Hence we would suggest that 
you feed your sheep a half pound to 
ii pound of grain mixture of three 
parts ground oats ami one part wheat 
bran on good pasture. 
Feed heavily 
on easily digestible feeds such as rape, 
cabbage, etc., in addition, two or three 
weeks prior to breeding.
